And so it is in that greatest problem 


of all, the reconciling of Capital and 


bor.

that if everyone pursues that course, 
the community will be broug-ht to dis- 
aster, and that the community can't 
escape that disaster unless all co-oper- 
ate to be fair. 
The power of a fair

REPRESSING THE MOB. 


CONGRESSIONAL INACTION. 


When the Republicans elected their 


congress last fall, great thmgs were 
going to be done. 
The 
eirors of the 


ivicked Democrats were to be exposed 
There \\as to be a clean-up of abuses 
and a new regime of efficiency was to 
be created. 


Congress has now been in session 


over four months, and nothing has been 
done. 
A few desultory investigations 


have been started, but nothing of any 
significance has been uncovered. The 
senate is all tangled up in a political 
right over the League of Nations, and 
the world 
has 
been It-ft 
in turmoil 


while these politicians have quibbled 
over their splitting definitions. 


The increasing manifestations of mob 


rule in this country, as manifested par- 
ticularly in recent riots at Omaha and 


oston, are a matter of the deepest 


concern, even in quiet places where no 
hint of mob outbreak has occurred. If 
this spirit spreads, gangs of roughs 
will be making- trouble everywhere. 


In centers of population, and m a. 


good many small cities as well, there 
are gangs of toughs who lack only 
leadership to break loose any time. 
A strike, a race quarrel, or a hundred 
other occurrences may fan this smould- 
ering mass into flame. The secret of 
keeping it down, is fL-st to have a. 
strong authority ready to repress it at 
aH times, and second to visit 
severe 


punishment on offenders, as a lesson to 
others. 


"When such trouble breaks loose, the 


ordinary police force may not be able 
to cope with 
it. 
Every 
community 


should have its special police and con- 
stables or home guards, who can be 
called out pn very short notice. 


State militias and national guards 


were pretty well disrupted by the war 
in most of the states. They should be 
recogmz"d 
promptly. 
This 
service 


should be made attractive, 
so

CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


CLASSIFICATION 
OF 
PROPERTY 


FOR PURPOSES OF TAXATION. 


Be it resolved by the General Assem- 


bly of the 
State of Ohio, three- 


fifths of the 
members 
elected to 
. each house concurring therein: 
That there shall be submitted to the 


electors of the state for their approval 
or rejection, at the regular election to 
be held on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, 1919, a pro- 
posal to amend Article XII, bection 2, 
of the constitution of the State of Ohio, 
to read as follows: 
Section 2. All prop.erty shall be 


taxed by such^ rules and methods and 
in such classes as may be provided by 
law. The rules and methods shall be 
uniform within the classes so estab- 
lished. 
But all bonds outstanding on 


the first day of January, 1913, of the 
state of Ohio or of any city, village, 
county, or township in this state, or 
which have been issued in behalf of the 
public schools in Ohio and the means 
of instruction in connection therewith 
shall be exempt from taxation; 
and 


burying grounds, public school houses, 
houses used exclusively 
for 
public 
worship, institutions used exclusively 
for charitable purposes, public proper- 
ty used exclusively for any public pur- 
pose, and personal property, to an 
amount not exceeding in value five 
hundred dollars, for each individual, 
may, by general laws, be exempted 
from taxation; and laws may be passed 
to provide against the double taxation 
that results from the taxing of both the 
real estate and the mortgage or the 
debt secured thereby, or other lien up- 
on it; but all such laws shall be subject 
to alteration or repeal; and the value 
of all property so exempted shall, from 
time to time, be ascertained and pub- 
lished as may be directed by law.
